bbigail Dwyer will have 
her eyes on the stars 
next semester; after all, 


itis her job. Beginning early in 
the spring semester, Dwyer will 
conduct free planetarium shows 
on a regular basis for Clarke stu- 
dents. 

Dwyer, a freshman, works in 
the Clarke College Planetarium 
on the fourth floor of Catherine 
Byme Hall. Shows will be held 
every Monday night at 7 p.m. 
and will cover the night sky and 
the mythology of nearly a 
dozen common constellations. 

Dwyer believes the weekly 
shows will be an entertaining 
and educational way for stu- 
dents to spend their Monday 
nights. 
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“Hopefully, people who see 
the show will be able to walk 
away witha basic knowledge of 
the night sky and be able to go 
outside and identify the major 
constellations on their own,” 
says Dwyer. 

Chemistry professor Mary 
Lou Caffery, BVM, who serves 
as caretaker of the planetarium, 
believes the Clarke community 
has a lot to gain from seeing the 
shows. 

“Everyone who has always 
wondered what was under that 
dome on the roof will get the 
chance to find out and enjoy 
learning about the night sky, 
too,” she says. 

The presentations sched- 
uled for next February will mark 
the first time the planetarium has 
been used for regular shows 
since 1985. Since that time the 
facility has only been used 


occasionally by various classes 
and for special presentations 
for local youth groups like the 
girl scouts and boy scouts. 

The planetarium will con- 
tinue to be used for classes af- 
ter the regular presentations 
begin. In fact, Igor Kogoutiouk, 
associate professor of chemis- 
try, is slated to teach an as- 
tronomy course which will rely 
heavily on the planetarium over 
summer term .

Clarke English professor Gary 
Arms has signed a deal to write 
a spelling book aimed at junior 
high students for The Princeton 
Review press. The catch is that 
he has to finish this book by the 
middle of March, leaving Christ- 
mas vacation as his only oppor- 
tunity to put pen to paper. 

The loss of free time doesn’t 
bother Arms, though. “I’m a 
workaholic and I don’t like idle 
time,” he says. 

Indeed, Arms shouldn’t 
have to worry about idle time. 


He has just under three months 
to produce a book he says will 
take an interesting look at the 
world of spelling. 

The book is part of the Jun- 
ior Series, an ongoing group of 
books published by The 
Princeton Review that covers a 
wide variety of subjects for 
young adolescents. 

Arms has written a book for 
the Junior Series before. His 
earlier endeavor dealt with an- 
cient mythology. He says the 
current book is much tougher 
to write than the mythology 
book was due to the average 
junior high student’s disdain for 
spelling. 

“I’m not necessarily a bad 
speller,” says Arms. “But I make 
mistakes; everybody does. The 


main thing I’m trying to push is 
learning how to spell the words 
you usually misspell.” 

Arms says the book con- 
tains several characters who 
take the reader through a spell- 
ing tour. Some of the charac- 
ters are included in all the Jun- 
ior Series books, but Arms cre- 
ated other characters specifi- 
cally for his book. 

Though some might not leap 
at the opportunity to write about 
the eccentricities of spelling in 
the English language, Arms 
takes it all in stride. “Sure it’s 
not what I would normally want 
to write, but I look at it this way 
— I’m going to try and write a 
clever, fun book that is perhaps 
more exciting than the others in 
the series. It’s still a challenge.”

Gross Anatomy dissection challenges 
physical therapy students

at’s that smell? It’s 
back—the awkward 
stench of formalde- 


hyde that trails behind a se- 
lected group of Clarke students. 

Forty-seven sophomore 
Physical therapy students, 
along with a few scattered jun- 
iors and seniors, began the year 
with hopes and dreams of dis- 
Covering how the human body 
really works. 

Each Tuesday and Thursday 
these dedicated students listen 
intently as Mary Coan, biology 


instructor, shares her knowl- 
edge of gross anatomy in a com- 
bined lecture and lab. 

The dissection of human 
bodies is probably the most an- 
ticipated and exciting part of the 
gross anatomy course. 

At the beginning of the se- 
mester before the dissection ac- 
tually begins, the class has a 
prayer service. The students 
pray over the cadavers and ask 
God to give them strength, and 
thank God for those who 
donated their bodies to benefit 
students’ learning. 

Some might wonder where 
the cadavers come from. Each 
year Clarke acquires the cadav- 


ers from the department of 
anatomy at the University of

Iowa in Iowa City. The individu- 
als who donate their bodies 
want to contribute to the edu- 
cation of health care profes- 
sionals. 

Coan challenges her stu- 
dents to apply themselves and 
study hard for her class. 


“I want the students to build 
a solid foundation for their clini- 
cal studies and practice, and 
there is always something more 
that can be learned.” says Coan. 

Groups of four to five stu- 
dents gather around each 
cadaver and take turns dissect- 
ing and directing each other 
through the process. 

Then, in the spring, when the 
students have completed the 
course, the cadavers are 
returned to Iowa City where a 
memorial service is held for the 
families, and the bodies are 
cremated. 

Dissecting in gross anatomy 
seems like it could be just that— 


gross. Coan said that in the five 
years Clarke students have been 
dissecting cadavers, she has 
had only two or three students 
drop physical therapy as a major 
because they couldn’t handle 
the dissection. 

When sophomore Leann 
Sweeney was asked, “What 
comes to your mind when you 
hear the words ‘gross anatomy?” 
she replied, “Stressful! I’ma pro- 
crastinator and there’s so much 
to learn in so little time.” 

Sophomore Linda Madden 
said, “It is a very stressful and 
challenging class, but | know 
that in the long run, it will all be 
worth it.”
